2. The Chilean situation continued to exacerbate during October with 
increasing bomb and other attacks claimed by the Manuel Rodriguez 
Patriotic Front. At midmonth, the opposition staged a largely unsuccessful 
“Day of Solidarity* 1 with six imprisoned union and political leaders. 

Despite comments by Pinochet and another junta member a PP ar J"^ has°been 
to the National Accord for a Transition to Fu 1 Democracy there has been 
no movement toward a compromise allowing a political settlement. The major 
sticking points are that the government insists that the opposition a 
with Pinochet, which they oppose, and the government meinteins its 
constitutional right to stay in power until the end of its term m 1 

3 In an attempt to bolster its image abroad before the 20 October 
municipal elections, the Paraguayan Government lifted the restrictions o 
three of the four banished opposition leaders. The municipal election 
resulted again in an overwhelming victory for President Stroessner s 
Colorado Party and charges by the opposition that they were conducted 
unfairly. Consequently, one of the opposition Pities that has 
narticiDated in the government announced its decision to study wnetn 
nS it would continue to take part in the legislature. At the end of the 
month the Paraguayan Government suspended broadcasts by Asuncion Ra 10 
Car d i naif or unannounced reasons. The radio resumed operations on 1 

November. 

B . Communications 

During the month the bureau experienced 31 hours and ^0 jninutes 
outages which is quite unusual for Paraguay where we have always had 
near-p^feci communications. Dn the 3d an outage lasted 14 hours, on the 
6th, 7 hours; on the 16th, B hours and 50 minutes; and minor °utag 
totaling 1 hour and 30 minutes on various other days of the month . T 
outages were largely a result of problems in TCU 

C . C ru ising 

The cruiser is completing the biannual survey of 
Service broadcasts to Central and South America as well “ ot Jf 
beams heard at the bureau. In response to requests from MOD, he cruised 
Radio Mexico International Service and reported his findings and compiled 
a week's worth of television programming from the countries in our 
coverage area. He also surveyed Argentine, Peruvian, and Uruguayan 
stations in support of bureau coverage responsibilities. 

D . Technical 

1. The technical staff laid the groundwork for the visit by the 

regional engineer and the S.T. Research contractors by contacting local 
contracting firms and gathering information, during the visit, 
technicians assisted in arranging meetings and during the interviews Ch 
Technician |~ acted as interpreter. 

2. Since the bureau modified its communications system to 
operation, we have not had a back-up tape reader for the i40o. The Extel 
315 ASR normally used for back-up purposes has not been modified to 

option because the Ex tel Company has sent us the wrong board. 
The regional engineer has promised to look into this problem. Meanwhile, 
the bureau is using its commercial Telex as the back up. 
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3. Installation of a complete radio monitoring position in the chief 
monitor's booth has begun. It should be completed in early November. 

4. The new bureau— designed furniture has been installed in the 
computer room. It is comprised of a flattened— out U— shaped desk that 
accommodates two computer set-ups and a cabinet for supplies.
